I Atomic Weapons 


Cannot be Set 


Off Accidentally 


LAS VEGAS ,Nev. (UP)—The 
Atomic Energy Commission in­ 
dicated today it has held the 
second "safety” test in the field 
to determine whether nuclear 
devices can be detonated acci­ 
dentally. 
Observers of previous atomic 
tests interpreted a cryptic AEC 
statem ent yesterday to mean 
that for the second tim e a blast 
from explosives failed to deton­ 
ate an atotnic device. 


THE 
AUC 
CONTINUED its 
policy of releasing only sparse 
information on the current saf­ 
ety series. It issued the follow­ 
ing statem ent: “In a test today 
there was a detonation of low 
explosive force. The test cre­ 
ated no radiological problem.” 
The AEC refused to amplify 
or explain the statem ent. E arl­ 
ier this week the AEC needed 
two statem ents to m ake clear 
th at a safety test was held in 
which a blast by a charge of 
explosives failed to detonate 
an atomic device. Dr. John C. 
Clark heads a team of 30 sci­ 
entists from the Los Alamos. 
N. 
M., 
scientific 
laboratory 
which is conducting the tests 
on the Nevada proving ground, 
65 m iles from here. 


NO OBSERVERS have been 
permitted to view the tests, 
which the AEC labeled "rou­ 
tine” 
but w ithout any troop 
participation. 
Veteran atom ic test observers 
said the current series reflected 
the concern of the AEC w ith the 
growing 
arsenal of 
nuclear 
weapons In th is country. Scien­ 
tists have said laboratory work 
indicate atom ic weapons can 
not be triggered accidentally.

in "Masterpiece" 


of Engineering 


WALLA WALLA. Wash. (IPt 
—Ten c o n v i c t s who accom­ 
plished a "m asterpiece of en­ 
gineering” by tunneling 60 feet 
under the state prison wall to 
freedom were still at large to­ 
day. 
The 10 Inmates bored through 
a 7-inch concrete floor into a 
basement, then tunneled to a 
point outside the west wall be­ 
tween towers 7 and 8. The es­ 
cape w as discovered at 8 p.m. 
yesterday at the evening roll 
rail. 
"It looka like they had help 
from somebody on the outside," 
said L. F. Davia, chief engineer. 
’’They cam e out at a point that 
w as directly between towers 7 
and 
8 
between 
two 
shacks 
where it was impossible for 
them to be seen by guards in 
the to-vers.” 


DAVIS ESTIMATED the m ax­ 
imum depth of the tunnel at 
15 feet. 
Shortly after the break, etate 
patrolm en surrounded a one- 
m ile 
square 
area 
near 
the 
prison w here it w as believed 
fi of the 10 escapees were hid­ 
ing. However, the area was 
thoroughly combed w i t h o u t 
turning up any trace of the 
m issing convicts. 
Wes Summerlin, handler of 
four bloodhounds called in to 
aid in the m anhunt, estim ated 
the convicts had about a three- 
hour start. 
Roadblocks were being set 
up at strategic roads In South­ 
eastern W ashington. 
D a v i d 
Gerecht, 
associate 
prison superintendent, said the 
convicts could 
have escaped 
any tim e between 2:30 and 
5 p.m. yesterday. He said the 
escapees were "run-of-the-m ill” 
prisoners who escaped from the 
cell blocks nearest the west 
wall. 
The convicts bored a hole 
under the stone floor of a cell 
down to a basem ent where they 
tunnelled 60 feet 
under the 
prison w all. Shovels and other 
tools used for digging were 
found near the tunnel entrance 
in the basem ent. 
Gerecht said the convicts left 
their prison clothes behind.

GOLF VS. GAMBLING — » any Villagers and long­ 
time Winter residents can remember when one Of Palm 
Springs’ prime attractions was illegal gambling. 
It 
brought many people here and some thought it was a 
bad day for Palm Springs when the joints were perman­ 
ently closed. 
, t 


As things turned out it was one of the best things 
that ever happened to the coqimunity. From that time 
on development was along the lines of more wholesome 
recreation. It was not until our residents and visitors 
saw the possibility of developing here one of the lead­ 
ing golf areas in the United States — with particular 
emphasis on the W inter season. 
The Thunderbird 
course was built and Tamarisk followed soon. 
They 
greatly increased the facilities which had been limited 
to O'Donnell and the Cochran course near Indio. 


We have seen in the past few days a good example 
of what golf has done for the Palm Springs area. It 
has brought people who would have come for no other 
reason. 
The Ryder Cup British-American tournament 
has not even been held in California previously. / It will 
spread the fame of this new W inter Golf Capital far 
and wide. Other top tournaments which y e scheduled 
for the next several months at all three courses in and 
near Palm Springs will bring thousands of players and 
visitors. 


Our residents and business interests should appre­ 
ciate how much the new golf facilities have meant to 
the area. It should also point up the great need for a 
municipal course which will be put up to the voters 
here as two of the items in a bond election next Febru­ 
ary. 


Golf courses are expensive. They require lots of land 
and are costly to build and maintain. 
But they pro­ 
vide the type of recreational attraction that keeps 
people coming back again and again — many to make 
their homes here. 
Golf and gambling have one thing in common. 
In 
the days of gambling one wqs never quite sure whether 
the joints would be open or not. With present limita­ 
tions many people who come here hoping to play golf, 
but are not members of one of the private clubs, are 
never sure that they will get to play. 
Indeed, many 
leave without getting a single swing at the ball. There 
seems little doubt that a municipal course would be 
very well patronized. 
It would also be legal.

NEWSPAPER TRADITION — Traditionally, news­ 
paper reporters, editors and other officials who might 
come into contact with the newspaper business have 
regarded the right of a reporter to protect his source of 
information as inviolable. 
This tradition is about as firm as turkey at Thanks­ 
giving, or standing up at the seventh inning, and right­ 
ly so, for it is a valuable assist in the dissemination of 
news to the public which might otherwise be withheld. 
The tradition protects the source of information from 
embarrassment. W hether the source is justified in re­ 
questing that his name be withheld is sometimes a ques­ 
tion, but it is one which must be resolved by the source, 
and not the reporter. 
Thus, when a newspaper reporter tells source that he 
will not be quoted, he really means what he says, and 
his statem ent is respected by his city editor, and so on 
up to the publisher. The newsman may go to jail, as 
has happened in infrequent cases, but if he is a good re­ 
porter, he will continue to protect his source. 
It would seem that court judges should know about 
this tradition, and give it some respect, but this was 
not the case recently in Santa Rosa, when Superior 
Judge Charles L. McGoldrick ordered a reporter to an­ 
swer a question concerning a source of information. 
When the reporter, Jack Howard of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, refused, the judge ordered him to jail. 
Howard was out within a short time, however, on a 
writ from the district court of appeals, granted when 
the reporter invoked a 1935 statute granting reporters 
immunity from arrest when they refuse to disclose the 
source of their information. 
The case promises to be one which will make news­ 
paper history, in that there are indications it will go to 
the United States Supreme court if necessary. 
However, there is a grave question as to whether the 
state legislature of California had the constitutional 
right to adopt the law under which Howard obtained 
his freedom on $100 bail, pending further hearing. 
On that speculative basis, it would appear that the 
section of the law granting this immunity is unconsti­ 
tutional, for the reason that there are two sections in 
the constitution prohibiting the legislature from grant­ 
ing immunities. 
The first is Sec. 21 of Article I, which says ‘‘X X X nor 
shall any citizen or class of citizens, be granted privi­ 
leges or immunities which, upon the same terms, shall 
not be granted to all citizens.” 
The second is Sec. 25 of Article IV, which says the 
legislature shall not pass any special laws which grant 
"to any corporation, association, or individual any spe­ 
cial or exclusive right, privilege or immunity.” 
Obviously, the framers of the constitution did not 
have the situation with regard to keeping sources of in­ 
formation confidential in mind when these paragraphs 
were drawn. However, the m atter of constitutionality 
is one for the courts to decide. 
But even if the case should go against the press, it Is 
not contemplated reporters will start violating the well- 
established tradition, even though some may be pun­ 
ished.
